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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 15, line 9 has been amended to fix a typographical error: 
" t e rmo determine the structural inhomogeneity of the structure" 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because: Figure 1 contains hard-to-read 
handwritten text. Further, Figures 5 and 6 contain very dark photos that were not 
electronically reproducible. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
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Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 15, Adel et ai (5,396,260) shows a method 
and apparatus for analyzing the mineral content in ores and coal using 
gray levels (abstract), wherein gray calibration curves are developed 
(column 5, lines 51-68). However, Adel fails to disclose the step of 
obtaining an emissivity image of a structure on which the gray calibration 
curves are used. It would not have been obvious to adapt the analysis 
method of Adel, as Adel uses only illumination on a sample and an image 
is taken with a video camera (column 3, line 67-column 4, line 12), which 
would not be sufficient to carry out the claimed method of measuring 
variation in a two-dimensional distribution within the image to accurately 
measure the overall inhomogeneity of a structure. 

Claims 16-21 are allowable for reasons of dependency upon an 
allowable base claim. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
